The cattle market 
operators’ plea to 
the Vale Council 


now wasteland - with 
any housing develop¬ 
ment at least five years 
away. 

Andrew Thomas said 
that the cattle market site 
should not just be left 
empty and unproductive. 
He added that it was now 
too late to talk of relocat¬ 
ing the cattle market out¬ 
side Cowbridge. 

He explained: “That 
was an option some 
years back, when 
Waitrose were interested 
in opening on the cattle 
market site. 

“Their proposal 
included paying for a 
new site, but no one will 
be offering that now. A 
new site would require a 
huge investment.” 


He continued: “Now 
that Waitrose have fresh 
plans to open in the 
town, it means that the 
value of the cattle market 
site must have dropped. 

“A residential or 
employment develop¬ 
ment option will not 
raise as much cash as a 
retail development 
could.” 

The GEM asked the 
Vale Council to com¬ 
ment on the arguments 
put forward by HRT, and 
received the following 
response. 

“This is a commercial 
matter between the cattle 
market operator and the 
council, which is cur¬ 
rently under considera¬ 
tion. ”

He said that they 
would favour a new five- 
year lease, but would be 
prepared to have a break 
clause inserted, giving 
them three months notice 
to leave. 

Mr Thomas argued 
that the market is still 
very important to farm- 
ers in the rural Vale and 


Call for CCTV 
in Cowbridge 


FEARS have been 
expressed in 
Cowbridge that the 
lack of CCTV in the 
town is leading to 
unruly groups regard¬ 
ing it as a safe place 
to misbehave.

Leaving Maes-y- 
Ffynnon, they carefully 
crossed the A48 and 
walked down to the 
reading room and deviat¬ 
ed through the garden of 
a house. 

Entering fields, they 
went past part of an 
aeroplane which was 
acting as a shelter for 
livestock and made their 
way to Ty’n-y-Coed. 

Reaching the road, 
they walked in a 
southerly direction for 
only a short distance, 
before re-entering fields 
at Whitewell and made 
their way to a copse 
where there are two 
tables and a seat, which 
they took advantage of. 

So morning coffee 
break was a civilised 
affair, enhanced by 
Marion’s carrot and wal¬ 
nut cake, baked especial¬ 
ly by her, to share as a 
celebration of her birth¬ 
day. 

Carrying on across 
fields they passed a long 
forgotten snowman, the 
only visible evidence of 


recent inclement weather 
and the leader pointed 
out a deserted settlement 
in a neighbouring field 
where there had also 
been a church. 

Walking beside the 
Nant Llancarfan brook, 
they reached and crossed 
the road at Abemant 
Farm, where they met a 
nice farmer, before 
crossing a footbridge 
over the stream which 
led them to a rather pun¬ 
gent manured field. 

Reaching the road 
again at Little Mill, they 
walked down towards 
Llancarfan and they 
were able to see 
Llanvithyn, where once 
again the leader pointed 
out a neighbouring long- 
deserted settlement. 
Turning off, they 
climbed a steep hill 
which forms part of 
Valeways Millennium 
Heritage Trail towards 
Aberogwrn Farm and 
pausing for breath 
halfway up the hill, dis¬ 
cussed the local history. 

Llanvithyn village 


was part of a manor 
associated with farming 
and mills and held a 
monastic grange which 
later was granted to the 
Cistercian Abbey at 
Margam. 

The village chapel 
was dedicated to St 
Meuthin, also called 
Saint Tatheus because he 
had been Saint Cadoc’s 
teacher. 

Llanvithyn House was 
an early 16th century 
home that belonged to 
the gentry and following 
the dissolution of 
Margam Abbey in 1536, 
the house, also known as 
Monkton, had many 
owners - including the 
Carne’s, Bassett’s and 
later Robert Jones of 
Fonmon. 

Following the road, 
they walked north to 
Treguff and past the very 
busy racing stables 
where they could see the 
horses being exercised in 
rotary stalls. 

A short walk through 
Coed Arthur led them 
into fields and they exit¬ 


ed at Tre-Aubrey, before 
following the road 
towards Tyganol and 
they stopped on a bank 
in a field for lunch. 

Refreshed, field paths 
led them towards 
Llantrithyd House, 
before they turned north 
east on their homeward 
journey past the enclo¬ 
sure earthwork on their 
way to Pentre Farm. 

Then it was a journey 
along the road all the 
way back to the Old Post 
on the A48 and the short 
trip back to their start 
point at Bonvilston. 

Here’s wishing mem¬ 
bers and readers a 
Happy Christmas and 
hopefully some good 
walking in the coming 
year.

C HRISTMAS 
is an impor¬ 
tant time for 
charities. 

Many will use the 
festive season to launch 
fundraising appeals, 
while some (Operation 
Christmas Child for 
instance) are, by defini¬ 
tion, linked closely to 
the spirit of Christmas. 

The GEM would like 
to highlight the work of 
one group of volunteers 
who don’t do anything 
different at this time of 
year, but who are the 
perfect embodiment of 


the ethos of Christmas. 

‘Tools for Self 
Reliance ’ do something 
very simple. They col¬ 
lect old hand tools in 
the Vale and in 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough -from Penarth to 
Port Talbot. 

They refurbish those 
old tools until they are 
as good as new, and 
make up specialist tool 
kits, so that people in 
Africa can start their 
own businesses. 

The local group who 
cover the Vale and 
Bridgend operate from a 
small workshop in

Porthcawl. They num¬ 
ber about 12. They are 
retired and (at the 
moment) are all men. 

The result of their 
collection and recondi¬ 
tioning work is quite 
staggering. 

By the end of this 
year, 70 refurbished 
sewing machines will 
have found their way to 
Africa, meaning that 
women in a poor village 
can form a co-operative 
and create their own 
business. 


A total of 2,000 
tools, all looking like 
new and made up into 
kits, will have gone 
from this area alone - 
and every pack means 
that a local man or 
woman can become a 
tradesman - because the 
parent organisation of 
Tools for Self Reliance 
ensures that they get the 
relevant training as well 
as the equipment. 

The founder of the 
local group, John 
Hanson, has a sense of

pride in what he and his 
group have achieved - 
but that sense of pride 
extends to their own 
quality control. 

He told The GEM: 
“When we send a tool 
kit out to Africa, we 
want it to look brand 
new. 

“We are conscious of 
the fact that, for the 
man or woman who 
receives it, the day it 
arrives will be a special 
day. 

“When they open it, 
we want them to have 
that 'wow factor'.” 

There are so many 
garages and workshops 
in the Vale and 
Bridgend that must have 
old tools in them, 
whether they be auto¬ 
motive, carpentery, 
household, blacksmiths, 
or light engineering. 

Ironically, the age is 
not that important, 
because so many of the 
famous names in tools 
are easily refurbished. 

The only problem for 
John and his group is 
the relatively recent 
flood of very cheap 
tools from Taiwan, 
China and one or two 
other sources. 

Even then, the group 
can reclaim the scrap 
metal value and use it to 


cover their basic costs - 
which are pretty basic. 

John said: “As volun¬ 
teers, our running costs 
consist of wood for the 
fire in the workshop and 
cans ofWD-40!" 

Even the large work 
bench came free, as it 
was surplus to require¬ 
ments at St Fagans 
museum! 

The group need to 
fundraise, however, 
because they have to 
pay transport costs 
when tool kits are 
shipped to the parent 
organisation's despatch 
centre. 

Local church groups 
have been a great help, 
together with very wel¬ 
come donations from 
individuals and charita¬ 
ble groups. 

They have their own 
range of Christmas 
cards too (currently on 
sale at SUSSED in John 
Street, Porthcawl). 

Any prospective vol¬ 
unteers need not feel 
that they have to be 
experts in DIY or the 
like. The present group 
is made up of men who 
made their living in all 
sorts of trades. 

Bernard was a lorry 
driver, Rodney a train 
driver, Larry was an 
electrical engineer with

the RAF, while Ian was 
a woodwork teacher. 
Keith and Johnny were 
both engineers, while 
John himself was a 
Methodist minister, 
although he always had 
a passion for restoring 
old cars. 

However, Brian, 
another Methodist min¬ 
ister, cheerfully admit¬ 
ted to being an absolute 
novice at anything prac¬ 
tical, having spent his 
working life as a clerk. 

It is a sad fact of life 
that people worry 
whether the money they 
give to improve life in 
the Third World does 
get to its intended tar¬ 
get. 

Bob Geldof recently 
had to force an apology 
from the BBC after alle¬ 
gations that Live Aid 
money had been divert¬ 
ed by warlords to buy 
arms. 

As far as Tools For 
Self Reliance is con¬ 
cerned, their tool kits 
are guaranteed to find 
their way to their 


intended recipient. The 
kits don't have much 
value to corrupt offi¬ 
cials, but they are of 
huge value to the recipi¬ 
ents, as it can set them 
on the way to a better 
life. 

John Hanson told 
The GEM: “There are 
so many ways that peo¬ 
ple can get involved in 
this enterprise. We need 
volunteers for the work¬ 
shop. 

“We need fundraisers 
and people who can 
help with general 
administrative work, 
and we need volunteers 
to help with collecting 
tools - remember, we 
collect from Penarth to 
Port Talbot!” 

Tools For Self 
Reliance - as the 
advert says, it does just 
what it says on the can!

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Vale battles on 
snow and big 


HEAVY snowfalls and freez¬ 
ing temperatures made life 
hazardous for drivers, com¬ 
muters and shoppers across 
the Vale this week. 

Gritting lorries were out keep¬ 
ing the main roads in the area 
passable - the Vale Council said 
it had managed to grit 43 per cent 
of the road network. 

On Monday, a council spokes¬ 
woman said: “Our gritting servic¬ 
es have been working hard all 
day, but have been hampered by 
traffic jams caused by cars 
becoming stuck, and creating 
road blockages. Conditions have 
been, and will continue to be, 
very dangerous.” 

A number of roads in Barry 
were temporarily closed on 
Monday because of the treacher¬ 
ous conditions, including 
Tynewydd Road, Buttrills Hill, 
Barry Docks Link Road, and Port 
Road. 

Some people in the town were 
forced to abandon cars after the 
drive home from work on 
Monday, due to the slippery state 
of the roads. 

At 7pm in the evening, with 
traffic dwindling, the gritting 
crews were back out again, and 
by Tuesday morning, the main 
routes were easier for motorists to 
negotiate. 

There are 200 salt bins in 
strategic positions across the Vale 
and the council spokeswoman 
pointed out that residents could 
inform the contact centre if their 
local one needed replenishing by 
calling 01446 700111. 

In Llantwit Major, main roads 
were passable, although in side 
streets people were coping with 
difficulty. 

The main road through 
Cowbridge remained open, with 
many people visiting the town on 
Tuesday to stock up on essential 


supplies. Poor weather conditions 
forced the council to suspend 
some refuse collections on 
Monday, but by Tuesday, the 
council said it hoped to catch up 
on backlogs of black bag and 
kitchen waste collections in most 
areas. It did point out that crews 
may be unable to access more 
isolated areas. 

Picking up of ‘dry recyclables’ 
was suspended until an improve¬ 
ment in the weather. 

The civic amenity sites at Sully 
and Llandow remained open. 

Dyffryn Gardens was closed 
until further notice and visitors 
are advised not to attempt to 
access Dyffryn Lane until road 
conditions improve significantly. 

There were some delays to 
transport services on Monday, but 
by Tuesday, both buses and trains 
were back to normal. 

On Tuesday, Cardiff Airport 
was open but it warned people to 
check to see if flights were going 
ahead. ( For information people 
should go to www.tbicardiffair- 
port.com /) 

The unusual conditions also 
added to pressures on the NHS, 
causing staff shortages, record 
calls to ambulance services and 
dwindling blood supplies. 

Ambulance services have 
urged people to only call 999for 
life-threatening emergencies. 

Meanwhile, the health service 
has appealed for people to donate 
blood. 

Tina Donnelly, director, RCN 
Wales, praised the response of 
local staff: “Hospitals in Wales 
and the staff that work in them 
are working extremely hard to 
cope with the extra pressure that 
these extreme weather conditions 
are putting on them.” 

Social work services have been 
maintained in the Vale. Day serv¬ 
ices were closed but the staff

helped by working in service 
users’ homes and with Meals on 
Wheels. Staff also kept residential 
care and home care services func¬ 
tioning. 

Coun Dorothy Turner, the cabi¬ 
net member for social care and 
health, said: “Exceptionally good 
work was done in coordinating 
the services to older people par¬ 
ticularly, who are becoming more 
vulnerable day-by-day, because 
the icy conditions have been so 
prolonged. 

“For example, there were more 
requests for help in replacing 
medication for people with chron¬ 
ic conditions. We are very grate¬ 
ful for all the support from other 
council directorates, especially 
visible services and emergency 
planning. There was considerable 
use made of 4x4s from a wide 
variety of sources.” 

South Wales Chamber of 
Commerce called for an urgent 
summit of political and business 
leaders to discuss how economic 
activity in the region can be sus¬ 
tained during the current and 
future severe weather conditions. 

Feedback from chamber mem¬ 
bers suggests jobs - and even 
businesses - are at risk as a result 
of the difficulties companies are 
having in running their opera¬ 
tions. 

David Russ, chief executive, 
said: “We need leadership and we 
need it urgently. Without wishing 
to exaggerate or be alarmist, the 
havoc the weather is creating and 
the apparent lack of effective 
action could inflict lasting dam¬ 
age on the economy. 

“The chamber is seeking an 
urgent meeting of Welsh 
Assembly Government Ministers, 
local authority leaders and busi¬ 
ness representatives to discuss the 
crisis and develop an emergency 
action plan.”

AND BEAT THE 
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Women’s group and 
local councillor blast 
decision to close Vale 
Magistrates Court

A VALE councillor 
has blasted the 
Coalition 
Government’s deci¬ 
sion, announced 
last week, to close 
the magistrates 

court based in 
Barry. 

It means there is no 
magistrates provision in 
the Vale at all. At one 
time, there were courts 
in Penarth, Barry and 
Cowbridge. 

Coun Gwyn John, of 
Llantwit Major, told The 
GEM: “I’m furious that 
this decision has been 
made - it shows how out 
of touch people like Mr 
Cameron and Mr Clegg 
are about what is hap¬ 
pening on the ground. 

“People in the Vale 
will now have to travel 
all the way into Cardiff 
to attend cases. 

“Just think of what 
that will mean in peri¬ 
ods, like now, of really 
bad weather.” 

Coun John said that 
having to travel to 
Cardiff from the western 
side of the Vale, from 
places like Llantwit 
Major, Marcross, St 
Bride’s Major and the 
surrounding areas, was 
fundamentally wrong. 

“I believe we are the 
only county in Wales 
now which does not 
have a magistrates court. 

“The national govern¬ 
ment is making these 
cutbacks - first it was 
the driving test centre, 
now it is the Vale 
Magistrates Court.” 

Coun John added that 
13 years ago, he would 
have voted ‘no’ to more 
powers for the Welsh 


Assembly Government, 
but now he would vote 
‘Yes’ - so that more 
decision making was 
close to the electorate. 

Kay Quinn, director 
of Atal y Fro (Women’s 
Aid), a specialist domes¬ 
tic abuse service in 
Barry said there could be 
“catastrophic” conse¬ 
quences to the court clo¬ 
sure. 

She explained: “The 
specialist domestic vio¬ 
lence court has made a 
significant impact for 
the women that we sup¬ 
port. 

“The closure of the 
court will have a cata¬ 
strophic impact for the 
safety of women and 
their families who expe¬ 
rience domestic abuse. 

“Our worst fear is that 
reporting of this horren¬ 
dous crime will decline 
in the area. 

“It is proposed that 
the existing work will 
move to Cardiff, but this 
will mean having to 
travel to an unfamiliar 
area to give evidence. 

“This change will 
make the experience 
more daunting for 
women who will have to 
wait longer for their case 
to be heard. 

“There will be signifi¬ 
cant safety concerns in 
relation to transport to 
and from court. There 
will be a lack of safe 
witness care services 
and specialist support.” 

She also claimed: 
“The closure will 
increase the barriers for 
women to provide evi¬ 
dence and will mean an 


increase in the number 
of victims withdrawing 
their statements”. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said he believes the deci¬ 
sion to close the court is 
wrong. 

He said: “I have 
raised the matter in the 
chamber and have had 
confirmation of a meet¬ 
ing with the 
Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State for 
Justice Minister, 

Jonathan Djanogly. 

“David Taylor, the 
chairman of the magis¬ 
trates’ bench in Barry 
will join me, and I 
expect the meeting to 
take place in London 
early in the New Year.” 

Mr Cairns said he 
expected a number of 
local organisations to be 
voicing their fears as to 
the effects of closure. 

“Since the announce¬ 
ment last week, I have 
also spoken again with 
Atal y Fro, who are nat¬ 
urally fully supportive of 
our efforts. I’m also 
expecting other charita¬ 
ble and court user 
groups such as Victim 
Support and the local 
authority to raise their 
concerns regarding the 
impact of increased 
costs and, more impor¬ 
tantly, the time delays 
that the closure will 
bring. 

“Moving cases to 
Cardiff will have a sig¬ 
nificant impact on the 
readiness of people to 
give evidence, as well as 
increasing travel costs 
for all court user groups. 

“There will also be 


cost implications to 
social services depart¬ 
ments - for example 
with child protection 
cases. 

“I have very real con¬ 
cerns that the full impli¬ 
cations of the proposed 
courthouse closure in 
Barry from a strategic, 
financial, social and 
community level do not 
appear to have been 
thoroughly thought 
through. 

“I will be reiterating 
and raising all these 
issues with the Minister 
early in the New Year.” 

The Coalition 

Minister Jonathan 
Djanogly argues that 
reform of the court 
estate will deliver a 
“modern, efficient jus¬ 
tice system with victims 
and witnesses at its cen¬ 
tre”. 

He has pledged that 
£22million would be 
invested in modernising 
courts. 

Mr Djanogly stated: 
“Access to justice is not 
just about access to 
buildings. It’s about the 
type of justice delivered, 
decent facilities for vic¬ 
tims and witnesses and 
efficient use of the sys¬ 
tem.” 

“An estate of more 
than 500 court buildings 
is not now necessary or 
sustainable, nor is it a 
reasonable expense for 
the taxpayer. 

“We are closing the 
worst courts in the estate 
- so we can concentrate 
our limited resources on 
the best ones. 

“We are investing in 
the court estate with new 
buildings and with refur¬ 
bishment of facilities.”

Penarth Computer Club: 

Freedom of speech 


COMPUTERS are 
in the news a lot at 
the moment - and 
not necessarily for 
the best of reasons, 
depending on your 
view of society. 

Many major techno¬ 
logical inventions have 
their initial perception 
changed by circum¬ 
stances. Individuals can 
also change their views 
as their personal circum¬ 
stances change. 

The printing press was 
feared because it made 
education for the masses 
easier and diluted the 
power of the educated to 
control society. It took a 
while and society had 
time to adapt to the new 
circumstances. 

Machines were feared 
because they would 
replace workers who 
would then starve. It was 
an upheaval, but it turned 
out alright when it meant 
that goods could be man¬ 
ufactured at reduced cost, 
better quality and quickly 
available. 

The development of 
computers was an 
undoubted good for the 
war effort in the 1940s. 
After the war they were 
useful for doing more 
sophisticated calcula¬ 
tions at great speed and at 
reducing cost. 

They have further 
developed to provide a 
variety of social benefits. 
The development has 
been too rapid to allow 
society to adjust at a 
comfortable speed and 


that has caused problems 
in some areas. 

The Internet and the 
World Wide Web enables 
quick and easy commu¬ 
nication. 

It also made possible 
the downloading of 
music files without pay¬ 
ing any royalties. Some 
people believed it should 
be free and simply made 
them available on web 
sites. The same applied 
to books and films. 

As technology cannot 
be un-invented, the rele¬ 
vant industries are work¬ 
ing hard to recognise the 
new circumstances and 
devise a marketing sys¬ 
tem that will still encour¬ 
age people to create and 
make a living from their 
efforts. 

More recently, the 
authorities have discov¬ 
ered that the speed of 
communication between 
activists is faster than 
their response times and 
that, as a result, demon¬ 
strations are harder to 
control. They will have 
to adopt new strategies to 
regain control and main¬ 
tain public order. 

People have used the 
Web to oppose and 
expose totalitarian 
regimes and been praised 
for it. Who would argue 
against an effort to 
improve human rights? 

The position has made 
a dramatic change 
recently with the publica¬ 
tion of confidential docu¬ 
ments generated by offi¬ 
cials of democratically 
elected governments. 


We have now arrived 
at a point where unelect¬ 
ed people take it upon 
themselves to decide 
what should or should 
not be in the public 
domain. (Will they 
decide to publish any 
confidential documents 
that criticise what they 
are doing? Will they pub¬ 
lish the dull, boring com¬ 
munications?). 

Everyone should 
recognise that there are 
some things that are bet¬ 
ter left unpublished for 
sound practical reasons. 

The publishers might 
believe themselves to be 
acting for the greater 
good. It is fairly easy to 
appreciate the publica¬ 
tion of the MPs expenses 
as it exposed some 
Members who were 
clearly taking advantage 
of the secrecy afforded 
them. 

Publishing confiden¬ 
tial communications 
between people who 
were properly perform¬ 
ing their duties by 
expressing assessments 
and opinions is an alto¬ 
gether different matter ~ 
even if you find their 
opinions unpalatable. 
Surely one can only cry 
„Publish and be 
damned \%c if you are the 
one who will bear the 
consequences. 

What ever you think, 
don’t blame the comput¬ 
ers, they just make it pos¬ 
sible. No Luddites, 
please.

VALE MP 
VOWS TO 
SUPPORT 
MIND 


THE Vale MP Alun 
Cairns last week 
highlighted the Yale 
branch of mental 
health charity, 
Mind, in the 
Commons. 

He was raising con¬ 
cerns that people with 
mental health illnesses 
don’t get a fair assess¬ 
ment when it comes to 
incapacity benefit claims. 

Referring to the new 
Work Capability 

Assessment (WCA) due 
to be introduced to assess 
how much and what type 
of work, if any, incapaci¬ 
ty benefit claimants can 
do, he wanted to ensure 
that the failings of the 
current system in recog¬ 
nising mental health ill¬ 
nesses are not continued 
in the new scheme. 

Mr Cairns pointed out 
that the local branch of 
Mind often advocates in 


favour 
of service users at work 
assessment appeals, with 
a very high success rate. 

This process demon¬ 
strated the difficulty in 
assessing people with 
mental health illnesses 
and he said he was keen 
to highlight the injustice 
to local people. 

Mr Cairns said: “I met 
with Mind in the Vale 
before the election and 
promised to follow up 
their concerns. Many 
with mental health prob¬ 
lems aren’t always 
understood and this can 
lead to much greater 
problems with benefit 
assessment and the 
money, time and stress 
involved with appeal 
cases at a later stage. 

“I specifically asked 
Chris Grayling MP, 
Minister for 

Employment, what 
action is being taken to 


ensure that for those suf¬ 
fering from mental health 
issues are treated fairly in 
the new work capability 
assessment. 

“I was really pleased 
to hear that the 
Government are deter¬ 
mined to ensure that we 
do everything we can to 
avoid people with mental 
health problems being 
wrongly diagnosed by 
the Work Capability 
Assessment process. 

“The Government is 
already implementing 
many of the improve¬ 
ments identified by Prof 
Harrington, which ulti¬ 
mately will mean that the 
decision-making process 
is improved - ultimately 
making sure that more 
decisions are got right 
first time and fewer peo¬ 
ple appeal. 

“I will do all I can to 
ensure that the 
Government implement 


the changes to the WCA 
process as soon as possi¬ 
ble, for the benefit of 
those who suffer from 
mental health issues.”

Police and the council to 
review local pub’s licence 


FOLLOWING a 
request by South 
Wales Police, the 
Vale Council’s 
Licensing 
Committee has 
agreed “interim 
steps” to be put in 
place at the Railway 
Hotel, Penarth. 

The move follows 
recent incidents of vio¬ 
lence which occurred on 
the premises, resulting in 
five police officers 
requiring hospital treat¬ 
ment for their injuries. 

A full review of the 
premises licence is due to 
take place on January 12, 
next year. 

A Vale Council 
spokeswoman said: “The 
Licensing Act 2003 
allows the police to trig¬ 
ger a fast-track process to 
review a premises 


licence, and for the 
licensing authority to 
take necessary steps 
within 48 hours, pending 
a full review. 

“South Wales Police 
made an application for 
an expedited review on 
Wednesday, December 
15, and an interim hear¬ 
ing was held two days 
later on December 17.” 

She continued: “A 
number of interim meas¬ 
ures were agreed pending 
a full hearing which, 
under the legislation, 
must be held within 28 
days. 

“The interim measures 
include restrictions on 
the hours alcohol can be 
served, increased staff on 
duty and a restriction on 
the use of small glass 
bottles.”

S NOW used to 
be a thing of 
joy and of 
wonder, allowing

So, in advance of the 
annual Screen Talk top 
ten films of the year, 
let’s take a look at some 
of the festive flicks that 
really stand out at this 
time of year. 

Elf - This tale of a 
human raised by elves 
in the North Pole, but 
forced to go back to 
America when he 
wreaks havoc is one of 
Will Ferrell’s finest 
comedic turns. 

Playing the naive but 
well meaning Buddy, 
Ferrell’s innocent plays 
up the comedy for all its 
worth,whether it’s 
thinking a store Santa is 
the Santa or mistaking a 
man of small propor¬ 
tions for an elf. 

Jon Favreau's direc¬ 
tion hits the spot 
superbly keeping the 
sugary schmaltz to a 
minimum, but this is 
Ferrell's film and he 
grasps it with both 
hands. 

A hilarious film for 
both adults and chil¬ 
dren. 

Home Alone - To 
people of a certain age, 
including myself, the 


tale of Kevin 
McCallister being left at 
home over Christmas 
while his family go to 
France, is one of the 
quintessential Christmas 
films. 

Certainly, the film 
could have been set at 
any time period, but the 
late John Hughes clev¬ 
erly used the Christmas 
setting to wring maxi¬ 
mum emotional impact 
when not setting up 
elaborate traps for two 
bumbling crooks. 

While the spectacle 
came from these, 
Hughes and director 
Chris Colombus kept 
the emotional stakes 
high, with Kevin's mum 
desperate to get home in 
time to spend Christmas 
with her son and his 
relationship with the 
mysterious old man 
Marley giving a 
poignant feel to what is 
an entertaining film. 

Santa Claus: The 
Movie - Much like Val 
Kilmer, Santa Claus: 

The Movie hasn’t aged 
well at all. While once 
the mainstay of the 
Christmas Eve sched¬ 
ules, it has taken a 
backseat in recent years; 
a shame, as it is the sort 
of film that stays with 
you once you’ve seen it. 

Having occupied 
many hours of my 
youth, the film tells the 
story of how Santa 
came into being, and 
then how an elf called 
Patch (played by the 
late Dudley Moore) 
teams up with the evil 
corporate toy manufac¬ 
turer B.Z (John 
Lithgow) to try and put 
Santa out of business. 

With its gorgeous 
depictions of the North

choice, granted, but this 
is a stone cold 
Christmas classic, 
uplifting and pushing all 
the right buttons.

A mixed reaction 
welcomed it upon 
release, and Frank 
Capra’s film didn't 
achieve recognition 
until it received repeat¬ 
ed television showings 
in the 1970s - thankful¬ 
ly, one of the finest 
films ever made was 
brought back to public 
consciousness, and it is 
still as powerful today. 

The Grinch - Much 
like Santa Claus: The 
Movie , The Grinch isn't 
exactly a classic, yet 
Ron Howard’s direction 
and an immersive turn 
from a prosthetic-wear¬ 
ing Jim Carrey in the 
title role makes for a 
thoroughly diverting 
100 minutes. 

Based on the Dr 
Seuss story, it stretches 
the narrative of the 


Grinch who stole 
Christmas, yet with the 
wonderful sets and look 
of the characters 
remaining wholly faith¬ 
ful to their depiction in 
the book. The film is a 
charming if lightweight 
watch that again does a 
good job of reminding 
us of the ‘true meaning 
of Christmas’ 

Scrooged - This 
twisted take on 
Dickens’ A Christmas 
Carol stars Bill Murray 
as a cynical television 
executive who is forced 
to look at his life after 
being visited by ghosts 
of Christmases past, 
present and future. 

A clever update on 
the classic story, 
Murray's manic energy 
makes this film hugely 
entertaining, delivering 
the right mix of season¬ 
al life lessons along 
with plenty of laughs. 

Richard Donner’s 
direction is superb, mar¬ 
rying scale to the 
humour, while Murray 
is at his best in this 
hilarious, yet touching, 
comedy. 

Bad Santa - The 
antithesis of the usual 
yuletide fare, this Santa 
doesn't care whose been 
naughty or nice, rather 
his concerns are 
women, alcohol and 
keeping an eye on the 
department store he's 
about to rob with the 
aid of his accomplice. 

Billy Bob Thornton 
is absolutely watchable 
in this darkly comic tale 
with a sweet filling, his 
criminal softening under 
the auspices of a young 
boy and a woman. 

The script from 
Glenn Ficarra and John 
Requa is a superb mix 
of foul mouthed humour 
with a hint of sweetness 
lurking underneath.

ONE of the two 
applications to 
develop new houses 
in Ogmore-by-Sea 
has been approved 
by Vale planners. 

They voted to 
approve an application 
from Wig Fach proper¬ 
ties to build 83 new 
houses, convert an old 
property into two 
homes and create a pub 
in Sion Farm. 

The development will 
take place on the site of 
a disused residential 
caravan park. 

However, the 

approval is subject to a 
number of conditions, 
including the need for 
the developer to sign a 
section 106 agreement 
with the council. It 
would use the existing 
Hazelwood access 


which would have to be 
improved. 

A second application, 
this time from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, to 
build 84 houses on the 
site of the former 
Ogmore residential 
education centre, which 
the council owns, has 
been deferred. 

Planning officer Rob 
Thomas said that while 
members voted against 
approval of the applica¬ 
tion, which was being 
recommended by offi¬ 
cers, the matter was 
deferred to enable 
members to further 
consider the application 
and to come up with 
suggestions about why 
it should be refused. 

A further report will 
now come back at a 
subsequent meeting, 
probably in February. 


He said that as things 
now stand, that applica¬ 
tion remains undeter¬ 
mined. 

There was huge 
opposition to both 
schemes in the village. 
The BCBC proposal 
would use Somerset 
View as its access which 
led to caused protests 
from residents. 

Objectors pointed 
out that the village 
would increase in size 
by 40 per cent if both 
schemes are approved - 
with the number of 
houses rising from the 
present 400 to 569. 

They argue that 
Ogmore does not have 
the facilities to cope 
with such a big increase 
in population.
